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upon it with fuch a ftrength as will prevail againft all that 
oppofethit, as I have Ihewn above. 

To the fourth Difficulty I anfwer ; That although tli* 
ufe of the Pipes be tneerly for the conveying of Air ; They 
may neverthelels eafily be filPd with Water when need re- 
quires, and fo the defefiks in them may as well be found 
out as in the Pipes that are ufedfor the conveying of Wa- 
ter. This is all I may anfwer at prefent, and I fliall make 
an end with afTureing Mr. Nuts that i'le make ufe of his 
advice when ever he will be pleafed to give it me.
